LETTER TO COURIER-JOURNAL 



Distorted View That There Have 
Been Two Aggressors Widely 
Disseminated. 



(To the Editor of the Courier-Jour- 
nal.] 

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 2,1901.— 
Permit me to protest against the 
point of view from which your 
Maclisonville, Ky., correspondent 
writes of the lawless conditions 
that have so long prevailed in 
the mining district of which Earl- 
ington, Ky., is the center. 

Every man has the right to join 
a labor union organization. He 
has the right to work for those 
who recognize, and to refrain 
from working for those who do 
not recognize such organizations. 
He has the legal right to decline 
employment unless and until all 
his fellow laborers are members 
of the same labor organization 
with himself. He has, however, 
the equal right to work without 
being or becoming a member of 
any labor organization. He has 
also the right to defend himself 
and his property. He is entitled 
in the exercise of any of these 
rights to all and every form of 
protection which the government 
of this country affords to all and 
every one of its citizens; not 
more than this, and no less. 

All employers of labor have 
the right to employ only those 
who are members of labor unions. 
They, however, have an equal 
right to refuse to employ any 
man who is a member of a labor 
union. They have tho right to 
defend themselves and their 
property against violant and un- 
lawful attacks. In the exercise 
of any of these rights they are 
.entitled-to all and every form of 
protection which the government 
of this country affords to all and 
every one of its citizens. 

The foregoing is simply a re- 
statement of tho general princi- 
ple so clearly enunciated by the 
Rt. Rev. John Ireland, Arch- 
bishop of St. Paul, and published 
in the Courier-Journal on August 
10, 1901, upon which you made 
the following comment : 

"Oue vital trouble with the 
strikers is that while they justly 
claim the right to strike, they 
deny the right of others not to 
strike; that while they justly 
claim the right not to work, ex- 
cept on their own terms, they 
deny the right of others to work 
on their own terms. Freedom 
and right cannot be monopolized 
by one set of men simply be- 
cause they belong to labor unions, 
and labor unions will never suc- 
ceed in accomplishing all the 
good for the workingman which 
they are capable of accomplish- 
ing for him until they recognize 
and govern their action by this 
truth." 

Your correspondent, strangely 
at variance with your utterances, 
continually refers to the conten- 
tion as having two Bides, says 
that both sides are committing 
illegal acts, or. that neither is; 
speaks of two factions or both 
factious. 

In your issue of the 80th of 
November he outlines a plan to 
require that both sides, i. e., the 
union miners and the mine 
guards, surrender all arms, and 
that if this be not complied with 
then "any man found carrying 
arms, whether around the mines 



or around the union camps, or 
anywhere in the vicinity of the 
strike regions will be forcibly 
disarmed, arrested and impris- 
oned." 

In your issue of the 1st inst. 
he refers to this plan as n plan to 
restore law and order in Hopkins 
county, proposed and published 
exclusively in the Courier- Jour- 
nal, and says that such a plan 
meets with the hearty approval 
of certain citizens, and so on. 
His error lies in the assumption 
that there are two aggressors, 
when there is but one ; that the 
mine owners and their represent- 
atives have no right of self-de- 
fense ; are without the right to 
arm themselves to defend their 
persons and their property 
against those who are unlawfully 
armed to do violence to both. 
This distorted view has been so 
widely disseminated that many 
people who have given the sub- 
ject but little consideration are 
impressed with the idea that 
there is warfare in that territory 
in which both sides are at fault. 
The mine owners and their rep- 
resentatives are simply armed in 
self-defense. The union miners 
are armed for the sole purpose 
of interfering by violence and 
intimidation with the rights of 
other citizens. The obvious 
course is to disperse those un- 
lawful aggressors. It can be 
safely assumed that the defen- 
sive measures will be abandoned 
as soon as this unlawful and 
menacing aggression i« com- 
pletely r.t an and.

The 
surrender of arms was to be bona fide 
In every respect. 

At 11:30 yesterday morning a large 
number of marines and bluejackets 
from the Iowa, the Marietta and the 
Machlas landed at Colon and proceed- 
ed to the barracks. Here the arms 
belonging to the liberal soldiers were 
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French consuls at Colon and a large 
concourse of people who sympathized 
with the liberals in their surrender. 

The liberal guard patrolling Colon 
yesterday morning, appeared sad and 
downcast. Their behavior, however, 
hi»« all along been most praiseworthy, 
nnd it is not at all an exaggeration 
to say that they have gained the re- 
spect of a large portion of the com- 
munity, and especially of the foreign 
•dements, during their short admin- 
istration of Colon. 

Later la the day (ien. Albnu, accom- 
panied by officials of the conservative 
government of Colombia, arrived here 
from Panama, and Senor de la Rosa, 
representing Uen. Domingo MfeSj 
whose secretary he is, surrendered 
himself nnd the liberal troops to the 
conservative general, in the presence 
of Capt. Perry and the naval and con- 
lular officer above mentioned. 
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tnd passenger steamers, as well cs 
other vessels, are in port. The men 
of war are moored to the wharves. 
The enly fiag-bedecked ship In the 
barbor is the Colombian conservative 
■."in bont Gen. Pinzon. 

When Gen. Alban received the sur- 
render of the liberals the Pinzon 
blew a series of noisy, quick and Ir- 
regular notes from her fog horn, in- 
dicative of her joy at the proceed- 
ings. She is now lying quite close to 
the docks. Gen. Alban is on board. 

The majority of the American ma- 
rines and bluejackets have returned 
to their vessels. The Suchet has land- 
ed a detachment of marines on the 
property of the French Canal com- 
pany. American marines are still 
guarding the piers and the railroad 
-station. Over two hundred men en- 
tered the city with Gen. Alban. De 
I.a Rosa, on handing Alban hia 
sword, said: "I accept the conditions 
of the treaty to safeguard the lives 
and liberty of my soldiers in Colon. 
As for my brother and myself, we 
personally decline to accept the con- 
ditions of this treaty.'

Still Earning Money. 

The coal miners of Earlington 
deposited $1,700 iu the local bank 
on their last pay day, notwith- 
standing there were Christmas 
fixings to be looked after. The 
Earlington coal miners have de- 
posited in the Earlington Bank 
more than $22,000 since that 
bank was opened on the second 
day of August last. From this 
one item alone it might be in- 
ferred that our miners are neither 
■suffering nor out of employment. 
It might be guessed that there is 
work every day at good wi 
and that pay day comes around 
with regularity. 

In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note that a certain com- 
mercial traveler is now exhibit- 
ing a ten dollar gold piece which 
he had won on a bet, made in 
November 1900, that one year 
from that date the Hopkins 
county mines would still be 
working with full forces of non 
unian men. The drummer has 
offered to stake his earnings 
another similar twelve month 
wager,but reports no takers. 



Kentucky Going Backward. 

The Courier-Journal reviews 
•editorially the very slight gain 
in manufactures made by the 
State of Kentucky during the 
last deeado f rom 18 90 to JI OOO, a s 
l»T Tne "tftTU'nll census re- 
turns. The gain in the State was 
only 23. 1 per cent in number of 
industrial establishments in ten 
years. The writer speaks of the 
"hostility of our laws to corpora- 
tions and the high taxes assessed" 
as "one fruitful cause of our slow 
industrial development." He 
comments upon the vast unde- 
veloped mineral resources of the 
State, our cheap fuel and natural 
advantages and comments thus: 
The extent of the fear that is felt 
by capital can be realized when we 
read the almoitt daily notices of the 
taking out of charters by new cor- 
porations in other States or the sur- 
render of Kentucky charters by old 
concerns which ore dissatisfied with 
the treatment received here. The 
indifference in regard to the laws 
*ffecting life is another deterrent. 
The riots which have been guingon 
in Hopkins county for six months 
have cost the State millions of dol- 
lars in capital and -till more in self- 



of Hopkins couofy, out of which 
camps have cjfme from time to 
time bands of armed marauders 
who have destroyed property, 
slaughtered dumb beasts and 
murdered peaceful citizens in 
pursuit of their chosen avoc ation. 
On one train alone there came 
one night from Central City to 
the Nortouville camp one hun- 
dred and eighteen mined union- 
ists who did not conceal their 
purpose but openly declared on 
the train that they would make 
Hopkins county miners do their 
way. This is a matter of history 
that cannot be denied. 

Again, in the month of Octo- 
ber, it is learned upon excellent 
authority, that in the mines of 
the Central Coal and Iron Com- 
pany there were no less than 
sixty places idle; not because 
there was any lack of coal or 
ders, not because that company 
desired to operate only a portion 
of its mines and lose business, 
but simply because the union 
miners in its employ would not 
work and would not permit 
any of these 'places to be 
filled by other laborers. Not 
even would they permit other 
union miners to be put to work. 
When a man applied for work he 
first had to run the gauntlet of 
the check weighman's investiga- 
tion. Possibly he might then 
securo nu interview with some 
member of the "mine commit- 
tee," which committee says 
finally whether any man may be 
employed in a union mine. 
There were actually sixty places 
idle at one time and the foreman 
was prevented by the union from 
filling any of the places, not- 
withstanding orders were plenti- 
ful. 

The Hopkins county mines 
have operated continuously and 
produced record breaking out- 
puts of coal in the past year. 
The union mines at and near 
Central City have not worked 
half time on the average. 

The question naturally sug- 
gests iNrtf-fo nopkinW-ouF 
citizens, "Is it better to work 
to shoot ?"

Senor ToinHs Kstrat'.a Palnin, who 
will probably be elected the Orst Dresl- 
d«nt of free Cuba, would seem to be 
the Ioplcnl cnndldate for the office. 
8,-nrcely another living man has been 
so closely Identified with the nsplra- 
tlons of Cuba and Its struggles for In- 
dependence. The respect In which be 
Is held by Cuban* would give weight 
to his counsel, wh<le his npe and ex- 
perience would 1)0 a guarantee of con- 
servatism. As does no other Cuban be 
vnderstnnds the Auierlenu sjstcm of 
government and his studied thorough- 
ly suc h questions as finance und tariff. 
He knows the temper of onr people nn<l 
would bt able to avoid giving offense 
to the American government. 

Senor l'nlmn has not been In Cuba 
for years. Some wise friends advised 
him as soon as the war between the 
United States and Spain broke out to 
keep away during the American Inter- 
regnum, and the advice was in line 
with his own disposition. The nearest 
he got to Cuba was during a visit to 
Key West when the Insurrection was 
at its height, and this visit was marked 
by what threatened to develop Into an 
International complication. 

The Cuban clgnr makers at Tampa 
made a great demonstration In his 
honor, and the Cubans In Key West 
proposed to outdo It. The line of boats 
which ply between Tampa and Ha- 
vana touches at Key West, and the 
captain of the one which carried Fauna 
thought he would do his share toward 
mnking the visit a success. So he had 
the ship gayly decorated, and It may 
have happened that the Cuban colors 
were blended with others. At any rate, 
the Spanish consul at Key West was 
very Indignant and made remon 
atrances to the captain general In Ha- 
vana and also to the American authori- 
ties, bnt since both Tampa and Key 
West were In the United States there 
was no ground for grievance of which 
official cognizance could be taken. 

Senor Pultun was born at Bayamo. 
In the enstern district of Cuba, In 1886. 
He was educated In Spain at the Uni- 
versity of Seville. Not until 18«8 did 
he become prominently identified with 
the movement for "Cuba llbre." In 
that year the ten years' revolt began.

Garc!u remained In Spain, but 
I'alina went to Honduras as a teacher. 

While In Hoadurus Senor Puluia met, 
wooed and wou the dark eyed daugh- 
ter of Tresldent Guardlola. Honor and 
preferment came, too, for he was made 
postmaster general of Honduras. But 
one of those all too common Central 
American revolts broke out, and Palma 
was compelled to leave the country. 

With his bride he journeyed to the 
United States, settling In Central Val- 
ley, Orange county, N. Y. p where he 
opened a school for boys. The school 
flourished unUl the last Cuban revolu- 
tion broke out, when Palma was ap- 
pointed to represent Cuba In this coun- 
try. Of course he then had to abandon 
his school. He moved to New York 
city, where he presided over the Cuban 
Junta. Since the war ended be has re- 
turned to his Orange county home. 

Senor Palma and his family form a 
delightful group. He has six children, 
two of whom are twins, a boy and a 
girl. The two oldest boys go to school 
In Newburg, which is not far from 
Central Valley. From being a roan of 
wealth Senor Palma, by his devotion to 
Cuba, has been reduced to comparative 
poverty, but Is happy under all clr- 
stances.

The Hopkins County Trouble.

The strange case of Miss Stone, the 
American missionary who was cap- 
tured by brigands In Turkey, has an 
International aspect that Is being care- 
fully considered by the vurlous govern- 
ments Interested. Just rucIi a case 
might be the means of Involving not 
only Turkey end Bulgaria In war, but 
the whole of Europe and the United 
States. The reason for this Is appar- 
ent when the affair Is Rtudled in all 
its lights. 

Should the theory that Miss Stone's 
capture originated with the Macedonian 
committee be proved there would be 
no doubt that Its purpose was to 
embroil the United States with Tur- 
key and thus hasten the overthrow of 
the tottering Ottoman empire. It is a 
notorious fact that the Macedonians 
have been working tooth and nail to 
find some way of causing Turkey 
trouble that would at the same time 
give thorn an opportunity to break 
away from the suzerainty of the sul- 
tan. 

Macedonia was formerly a Bulgarian 
province, and, naturally enough, the 
Macedonians bnve been egged on in 
their designs by the authorities of Bui 
garia. Not only so, but they have been 
openly supported by Prince Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria, who has raised a large 
array to assist them when the revolu- 
tion begins. The inhabitants of the 
province, who are Christians, sre de- 
scended from the same stock and have 
largely Intermarried with the Bulga- 
rians. The two peoples are thus united 
not only by ties of polity, but of blood. 

The Macedonians art- now suffering 
from Turkish persecutions. Similar 
persecutions caused the Turco-Kusslan 
war of 1877. By the treaty of peace 
which followed the conclusion of this 
war the sultan granted to the Mace- 
donians independence similar to that 
enjoyed by the Bulgarians, tut a con- 
ference of European powers restored 
the province to Turkey, upon gunrnn- 



garla with the customary speech from 
the throne.

It Is assert 
ed that the Uulted States government 
lias been quietly sounding European 
powers on the important question of | 
an approach to Bulgaria. This could 
only be done by the powers waiving the 
objections to the passage of the Darda- 
nelles. Thus all Europe has become In 
volved In the complications arising out 
of the kidnaping of Miss Stone. 

Should it be necessary for the United 
States to make a demonstration In 
Turkish waters there are plenty of war 
ships available for that purpose. The 
Chicago, Admiral Cromwell's flagship, 
Is now at Leghorn, where the Albany Is 
also stationed; at Genoa Is the Nash 
Tille; the Dixie and the Monongabela 
are at Villefranche; the Buffalo la at 
Madeira. All these could be assembled 
at very short notice, forming a fleet 
that would make a very formidable

It was 
recognized by Russia and France espc- 
ofnlly-Hw* fmrtnlsgovei nmoni To-TEnT 
province, the excesses committed lu 
Armenia nnd the dissatisfaction In 
Crete bad reached such a point as to 
constitute a menace to peace. The Eu- 
ropean powers, therefore, at the In- 
stance of the two Just mentioned, had 
begun to discuss plans for a Joint rep- 
resentation to the porte. 

Indeed, so far bad this Idea develop- 
ed that It was planned to eventually 
oblige the sultan not only to carry out 
the clauses of the treaty of Berlin re- 
lating to Macedonia and Armenia, hut 
to give guarantees for further reforms 
and the settlement of numerous pend- 
ing questions. Bussla bad thoroughly 
sounded Germany on the subject, and 
tbe support of England, Austria and 
Italy was considered certain. Small 
wonder that President Mlkballovsky 
was alarmed at the effect tbe capture 
of Miss Stone might have npon tbe 
project.

and when such orders are 
given' the troops will assist in 
carrying them out.

The theme of tills glorious eighth 
chapter of Roman* Is tho security of 
believers. The salvation of those who 
have renounced the low atul accepted 
the grncloi-s offers of the gospel Is 
shown to be absolutely certain. The 
w hole chapter Is n series of arguments, 
most beautifully arrayed, In support of 
this one point. Paul takes ns his text. 
■There Is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them which are In Christ Je- 
bus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
sfter the Spirit," and develops It so 
forcibly and so conclusively that the 
weskest and most doubting child of 
God cannot but be convluced nnd 
strengthened by his burning words. 

The second argument produced In 
support of the general tbeme that be- 
lievers are assured of salvation Is the 
fact that tbey n re the children of God. 
As many ns are led by the Spirit of 
Ood, they nre the sons of Cod." Being 
the children of God. we nre sure of 
etcmal life, for we are "heir* of God 
and Joint heirs with Christ." nnd eter 
nal life Is one of the priceless Inherit- 
ances which the children of God shall 
enjoy In common with Jesus Christ. 

The glorious fact that believers In 
Christ are the children of Qod Is abun- 
dantly proved: 1.

(John xvii. 4, 26).

It Is ever 
God who worketh, both In mercy to His 
own and la judgment upon His enemies, 
whatever instruments He may use.
